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AN ACT 


TO ESTABLISH A SYSTEM OF PUBLIC 
d INSTRUCTION. 


AN ACT to Establish a System of Public Instruction for the State 
of Nebraska. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the 
State of Nebraska, That each organized county shall be school distrets 
divided by the county superintendent into as many school : 
districts as may, from time to time, be found necessary: 

Provided, That when any county shall have been divi- 

ded into school districts, as hereinbefore provided, the 

said superintendent of public schools shall not have the 

power to change the boundaries of any of said districts 

unless upon the written petition of one-third of those 

qualified to vote at any school meeting; and, provided 

J'urther, That the said superintendent shall not refuse to 

make the desired change when a majority of such voters rormation and 
in all the districts affected by the proposed change, shall Smendea 
present their petition asking for such change. 

Sro. 2. Every duly organized school district shall be 
a body-corporate, and possess all the usual powers of`a 
corporation for public purposes, by the name and style 
of “School district number ——, of county," Name and 
and in that name may sue and be sued, purchase, hold, 
and sell such personal and real estate as the law allows.
